All in all, however, the play 
was a tremendous success in this 
reporter’s eyes, and, if I had had 
the money, I would have gone to 
see it on Friday and Saturday, 
too.

Friday, March. 21, 
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Religious Week Promotes 
Wide Discussion At SAC 


Dr. J. Marvin Higbee topped 
off last week’s religious empha- 
sis with his “Toward Excellence 
In Body, Mind and Spirit” in 
Phillips Hall. Those listening 
were better for the experience. 
Let me share with you some 
points: 

Establishing that all human 
beings share one thing in com- 
mon: searching, he began his 
humorous but profound presen- 
tation. Life’s significance is a 
mystery to most people, but 
there are things we can know 
which in turn will grant us 
security, Dr. Higbee stressed. 

Believing he could not teach 
his audience, the speaker wished 
rather to instill in them a quest- 
ioning mind, a beinning of the 
end. Life in itself is a process, 
not an end. We look too much at 
beginnings and ends, never re- 
lating to our lives by making all 
experience fit or tie in. 

To strive toward excellence 
means to constantly be “grow- 
ing, learning, perceiving and ex- 
periencing.” Man is three in one: 
physical, intellectual, and spir- 
itual. The development of one 
aspect to the exclusion or limit- 
ation of the others results in less 
than excellence. Man should be 
a balance of all three areas. The 
spiritual self seems to be the 
one most often neglected by the 
college student. “‘We spend too 
much time in our academic and 
physical world, and too little 
time in our spiritual one,” spoke 
Mr. Higbee. 

Ending a most enjoyable pre- 
sentation, Mr. Higbee expressed 
his belief in God, urging all to 
understand His supreme power 
and develop their spiritual 
selves. 

“God loves and he cares per- 


sonally for each child and we 
are all His children.” 

For those who are not yet 
sure of where they came from, 
who they are or where they’re 
going, Dr. Higbee remembered 
a sign he has seen while driving 


along a desolate road; “Are you 
lost? Well, keep going at least 
you’re making good time.” 

And the crowd left, perhaps 
better aware of life’s signifi- 
cance because of a man who can 
convey it.
